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THIRST ON THE HILL,

Thirteenth Ward People Want
Licensed Saloons,

A SCHOOLHOUSE MEETING.

Lawyers Now Discussing the Ques-
tion of Appealing.

SOME OF THE PECULIAR CASES

The Thirteenth ward isup in arms. A
portion of the papulation of that elevated
ward demands saloons, and a movement to
appenl to Judges Ewing and Magee o re-
copsider their judzment has been started.
This movement took shape, to & certain ex-
tent, in & meeting held last evening in the

schoolhouse on Center avenue.

There were six apolicants for retail
licenses in the Thirteenth ward, and ten ap-
plicants for wholesale. All were relused
except ome bottler, William G. Pohl, whe
will sell guart botties of beer at No. 313
Thirty-third street. Jadge White, a year
ago, gave the ward no saloons, and granted
a bottling license only, to Spielmsn, on
Boho street. It was shown that Spielman
had allowed beer to be drunk on his prem-
ises, aud had sold to confirmed drunkards,
and he was supplsnted by Fohl, whois a1
the further corner of the ward.

Last night the clear-toned bell on the
Center avenue schoolhonse rang out
cheerily on the baimy night air, calling the
indignant citizens to meet. 1t seemed to
ring out, “Ho, all ye that thirst.” DBut
those who thirsted had business elsewhere,
as & role. It was Saturday evening, and
they were either erowded icto the dingy
rooms of the Soho sueet speak-easies or
were down wwn, where licenses were openly
huang upon the walls.

THOSE WHO WERE THERE.

About 40 men found their way down the
rough gully to the schoolhouse and gathered
in the small, low-ceilinged basement room.
The men were mostly rough looking labor-
ers, wearing their working clotbes, and
seemed, as a rule, to be Germans.,

It was aboyt B o'clock when John Elmer
moved that ““Mr. Stewnart® be chosen chair-
mun. Mr. Stewart, who is well known
about the Court House, begeed to be ex-
cused, and the meeting cast about for an-
otber victim. No other could be found, one
sugpested men avernng that he lived in
the Eleventh ward, and Mr. Stewart was
pressed into service. When he had taken
the chair Mr, Elmer woved that s commit-
tee of three members from each voting dis-
trict be appointea to canvass the ward for
signatures to a petition asking the Judges
to reopen the Thirteenth ward license ap-
pliestions. Mr, Elmer said that be thought
three ssloons would about 61l the biil, but
he would be satisfied with one, or, if the
Judges should open the gates of their bearts
until the binges cracked and grant five
licenses, he would try to Lesr up under it.

Murmers of assent came from all paris of
the room, but the discordant element was
present. Robert McEldowney,who was lean-
1ng against the wall,miidly asked if the com-
nsittee would take the names of those whe
ware opposed to saloons. Mr. Elmer said
be supposed so, and Mr. Stewart said, “Cer-
tainly.”

THE JUDGES TPHELD.

Then Mr. McEldowney waded in,and gave
his restless listeners a sound temperance
lecture. He for one applauded the Judges
for their decision. He wanted no saloon
beside his house. He did ot know what good
& saloon ever done anybody. He believed
that & majorits of the citizens of the ward
opposed saloons.

One old gentleman inquired, **Wonlda't
vou rather have oue saloon than s dozen
speak-easies™"

*“You'll have jn#t as maoy -easies.”’
replied Mr. McEldowney. “'If you had 50
suloons you'd have 50 speak-easies. There
are always men ready to break the law. I
don’t know whether there is a speak-easy in
the ward.™

*“I kEnow many,” interjected Mr, Elmer.

“Then,” said Mr. McEldowney, “it is
vour duty as a good citizen 1o return
them, "™

“No," said Mr. Elmer, “we have a con-
stablie whose business it is to do that. T will
give you the names it you will report them,
When we had eight licensed saloons in the
ward under the old Inw 1did not know one
epeak-ensy, Now I know 35 in the ward.
lnspector McAleese knows where they are.
T'here wasn’t one then on Soho street, and
now there are eight.”

TIRED OF THE SPEAK-EASY.

Mr. McEldowney insisted that there ought
not to be s licensed house, and was pro-
ceeding to declare his fidelity to the prine-
plesof good citizenship, when an old gen-
tleman ou 3 froot seat growled out: *I
used to have a licensed saloon either side of
me, and it's more pesce and quiet I had
than now with the one speak-easy. Now
it's fighting and rowing and smashing win-
dows theyare all the night long.*’

_Aster the Chairman had wn tired rap-
ping for order sfter this sally a young gen-
tieman near the door, whem his companions
called Mike, moved to postpone aetion until
Mondsy eveniug, when another meeting
should be held in the school house. He
said that the affair had not been nroperly
udvertised, and be was sure that 500 peopie
would turn out. This motion was carried
with unanimity, and the meeting broke up.

One ol the curions things connected with
the movement is that W, C. McEldowney,
son of the geatleman who turned the eold
water hose on the meeting, is expected to
aet as attoroey for the petitioners in favor
of more lioense, if the matter is presented
agnin to the Court of Quarter Sessions.
=~ Mr. Stewart explaived that his presence
at the meeting was sccidental, and he de-
sired it to be understood that his atiendance
did not commit him to either one side or the
other of the momentous question at issne.

A QUESTION OF APPEAL.

Will there be an appeal by refosed whole-
salers, or will there not? That was the
question which was on the lips of many
lawyers who bave had business with the
License Court during the past week. OF
course, in the retail cases there can be no
appeal.

Almost every stiorney who had eanse to
spnear before Judges Ewing and Magee
have had ove or two or three clients either
positively reiused or omitied rrom the list
of those to whow licenses have been granted,
A large sumber o! these attorneys were in-
terviewed vesterday, and their views sought
ou the chances for an appeal. The chances
seem to be very slim.

Many of the lawvers say frankly that
tbe Judges did a good work, that sll the
wholesale licenses were granted which were
needed. Onpe sttorpey said: “Had the
court issued licenses to all who applied,
either hall of the licenses would not have
been taken out, or many of the licensees
would be in juil before three months. I
know, from my own experience with
clients and with the bearings in eourt, that
muny of the applicasts had no inteation of
doing & legitimatejwholesale business. They
wanted culy 4 cover to a saloon.”

BREWERS AS BOTTLERS.

One thing seems 1o be preity well as-
sured, and that is that, if the Court finally
decides not to issue license to bottle to any
brewers, & number of appesls will be taken
on that issue. Nearly all the brewers now
hold bottling licenses, under which they
bottle oniy their own prodoet. A very
large part of the business of some of the
brewaers is in the sale of their beer or ale in
bottled torm. If they cannot bot{le during
the coming year the result will be either
that the 12 men licensed to bottle will be
overcrowded with work, and will be unable
%o count their y reason of their

enormity, or that the brewers will be com-
peiled 4o establish botsling - works in Ohio
or West Virginis, taking money out of the
city and Commonwealth.

Without exeeption, lawyers hold that a
wholesale license carries with it the right to
bottle. One of the most prominent lawyers
said  yesterday: "A  Dbottler, pure aod
simple, pays only §200 0 year for licease,
bat he can bandle only malt or brewed
liquors, such as beer, ale and porter. A
wholesale dealer must, however, pay $500,
and for the pavment of that extra sam he
can deal in both spiritucus and malt
liquors.

CAN SELL IN ANY SHAPE.

“It seems to me to be a plain proposition
that the holder of uwh&h %uﬁ:m
sell his goods in any shape, as long as he
does not sell less than the statutory limit, &
guart. He can sell either in wood, stone or
glass, If he can sell whisky in bottles he
can sell beer, and without question all the
wholesale dealers exercise the right, which
they undoubtedly to compound, rec-
tify and change liquors from casks to jugs
and bottles. -This carries with it a bottler’s
privilege.™

Walnwright & Co., Spencer & Liddell,
Pier & Danpals, the Iron City Brewing
Company, Herman Straub & Co. and the
Keystone Brewing Company all applied ror
both brewing and bottling licenses, and so
far have been refused the latter. This re-
fusal is not, however, absolute. Attorneys
believe that the Court will wait until all
the applications, retail and whelesale, are
heard, and will then set a day for the hear-
ing of arguments on the question of issning
bottling licenses to brewers. If the Court
decides that such licenses cannot issue, there
will be an appeal to the Supreme Court.
The Allegheny brewers are nearly all appli-
cants for both licenses,

CANDID OPINIONS OF LAWYERS,

Yesterday the law offices were besieged by
applicants for wholesale licenses whose
names did not appear on the favored list.
As a rule the attorneys were compelled to
tell their clients that their chances are slim.
Nearly all the refused applicants, the law-
vers freely say, fall under the statutory
terms of proscription. A majority of them
kept saloons under the old law which ruled
prior 1o September, 1887, and almost with-
out exception admitted before the Court
that they had been guilty of violations of
the law under the old regime. This brings
them under tht statutory disqual:Geation,
in the law of 1872, that they are not of good
mogal character.
grounds for = bill of exceptions, in
giated form, were laid in one case only.
This was the case of Thomas Mulvihill, who
applied for No. 7304 Tioga street, in the
Twenty-first ward. In that case Attorney
L. K. Porter asked the witness merely if he
were a citizen of the United Stutes, if he
were of temperate habits and of good moral
character. Those three are the sole require-
ments of law, in wholesale cases, according
to the decision of the Suapreme Court last
July. To any other questions Mr. Porter
ohjected, and his objection beiog overruled,
he gave notice of exception, Yesterday
a'tervoon Mr. Porter was unable to say
whether that ease would be sppealed or not.
He said that he had not yet had time to
confer with Mr. Mulvihill.

OXE ISSUE TAKEN.

All attorneys agree, in private converss-
tion, that the court has no authority to re-
fuse license to suy wholesale applicant be-
cause his place might not be considered
necesszry in the locality. Some seem to
hauve been refused on that ground, and
they are likely to appeal. At any rate, no
cnses can be carried to the Bupreme Court
until after May 1. Before that time the
attorneys interested expect to confer and
decide upon their course.

Judge Magee was busy vesterday review-
ing and approving bonds presented by re-
tailers. Many have been rejected, and
must be replaced by better. All the
licenze papers for the 310 Pitisburg re-
tailers, granted one weck ago, are ready at
the office of the Clerk of Courts, except in
the cases where new bonds have been re-
quired. Not over one-third have been
taken oot

Judge Magee said vestfday afternoon
that the fact that a wholesale applicantdid
uwot appear on either the grauted or re-
fused list yesterday morning, did not mean
that the man would be ulu'nncl{ refused,
Those cases will be considered later, and
the liceases, as Judge Magee said, “may be
granted or they may pot be granted.”

¥OT THROUGH WITH TROUBLE.

Joseph Hu'nagle is not_yet through with
the License Coust tronhle. He applied for
& retail license at the corner of Butler and
Fortr-sixth streets. He had a hearing on
March 25. There wasa sirong remonstrance
against him, it being , ampns other
things, that he kept a speak-easy. He was
refused license.

On April 11, Colonel W. D. Moore at-
tempted te secure a rehearing for Mr.
Hufoagle, but Judge Ewing would nat
allow it. Colonel Moore insisted that the
allegations of the remonstrance, that Mr.
Hufosgle was an unfit person and had
violated the law, were utterly false, and
that it was unfair to allow aman to be
traduced and ruined in secret, without giv-
ing him an opportunity fo meet his necusers
face to face. ““Why,"” said Judge Ewing,
“‘Mr. Hafnagle’s own admissions in court
were enough to warrant a refusal of a
license.”” Colonel Moore insisted, with
some show of temper, that Mr. Hufpagle
was one of the most decent eitizens of the
Seventeenth ward, but be could not’ secure
a rehearing.

Mr. Hufoagle would not rest. Yesterday
he went betore Alderman McMasters and
complained sgainat William Mushenheim}
a cigar manuiacturer at 4519 Butler street,
scousing him of criminal libel. Mushen-
heim is charged with being the anthor of the
remonstrance presented to court, the state-
ments in which, the complainant alleges,
are untrue. The defendant was arrested by
Constable Heiner, and gave bail for his ap-
pearance i0-morrow.

o THEY DEXY IT I5 DRY.

Henry Berg and Danie! Ritter, appli-
eants for retail liquor license, from Verona,
filed their answers vesterday to the motion
of John R. Cribbs and others, to dismiss
the applicants on the ground of the borough
being a prohibitory distriet. They deny
that the act of April, 1870, now or at any
time has beeu in effect in Verona or in any
part of what is now Verona.

Judge Ewing vesterday refused to approve
the bond of Adam Hohman, eonstable of
the Eighth ward, Allegheny. The name of
Genrge Schad, who had been granted a
liquor license, appeared as surety and Judge
Ewing would not sccept him. He said he
thought the constable bold to present such a
bond, and he considered it very suspicious
for Mr. Schad to goon it. He should not
have been asked to do so, Hohman 1eft to
get anotbher bondsman. Later several other
ponds iwere refased because saloon keepers
were on them.

‘When the constable of the Thirty-second
ward appeared he was told that he had a
pood field to work in, and the Court expected
good returus from him of all violators of
the Brooks law.

STEUCK ANOTHER BNAG.

An Ioclioe Company That Had to Change
Its Plans Somewhnt.

The Pittsburg Incline Company has met

with another barrier that will necessitate a

change inm its plans.  The Pittsburg,
Virginia and  Charleston  Railroad
has filed an objection in eourt

A confer-
ence was held yesterday, and the inecline
company agreed to change its plans so that
the trestle will not be as near the track as
pr;pozd ut first.

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THE STORM RECOILS.

Dismimed Conductors Will Sue for
$50,000 Damages Apieces

SHOVING THE DUPLEX RECEIPTS,

An Army of Men Will Pledze Themselves
to Pash the Test Cases.

ASSESSED T0 PAY SPUTTERS' WAGES

The seance among the passenger conduc-
tors of the Penmsylvania Company has just
gotten in shape. While the company sent
out & eyclone which blew many of the men
out of positions, the men themselves are eu-
gaged in sesttering black paint over a
thunder cloud which will be turoed loose
to-morrow. Preparatory to this the Federa-
tion of Railroad Employes will hold a meet-
ing in K. of L. hall, Fifth avenue, this
eveniong, to add the thuoder to the cloud

The coming storm will be in the shape of
a suit for defamation ol character ana erim-
inal libel aguinst the officials of the Penn-
sylvania company, for $50,000 damages in
each case. The suit will be brought by
John Day and John Bacon, two of the old-
est and most respected and competent men
in railroad service anywhere. The mensay
the officials have claimed the discharges
were either for incompetency or dishonesty.

These two men are admitted to be most
thorough railroad men, and the ¢ of
incompetency cannot be brought, it is said,
for their official records, they assert, are
pure as & maiden’s praver, and their asso-
cistesare all firm in this belief,

MAKING A TEST OF IT. .

D. T. Watson, Esq., has been retained
the case, and the meeting to-night will be to
officially place the case in his haods,; and
vote money to pay the expenses. These
cases will be made test ones, and on the de-
cision rendered on them will rest the fate of
a score of others,

Another feature which will oceupy much
of their time will be a decision as to whether
the Union Guarantee Company will also
have to be ineluded in the charge. Thisis
8 company scarcely known, outside of rail-
road circles, to exist. In fact, it is one of
the inner circles of the great Pennsylvania
Compuny. All conductors sre required to
give a bond through this company, no out-
side parties being allowed to go oo & con-
ductor's bond. This bond has to be renewed
every year and each conductor is charged
§7 50 for this service. The conductors claim
to have proof that the money thus faised 1s
used in keeping up the corps of spotters,
That is, the wages of the epotters, which,
like shadows, ever watch their movements,
are paid by the conductors themselves.

‘What the men fear is- that should their
case prove a pood one against the Pennsyl-
vanis Company, that corporation could at
once crawl behind the Union Guarantee
Company by the statement that the latter
concern made the allegations of crooked-
ness. If the suit was made against the
gusrantes company it might also pursue the
course of shielding itselfl with the lurger
concern, It is, therefore, probuble that a
Joint suit will be made agaiustboth corpora-
tions.

The men claim that all the evidence the
railroad company has against thea is the
unsupported statements of paid spotters,who
wust either find erookedness or lose their
jobs. For themselves, they have hundreds of
witnesses to prove their honesty.

DISCHARGED MEN BLACKLISTED.

The men also claim that to be discharged
uunder the present cireuwstances means that
they are blacklisted on ev: road im the
country, and will have to go ontside of the
railroad business to huot a position.

How far-reaching will be the results of
this decided action can only be imagined
when it 1s learned what vast reserve force
lies in the Federation of Railroad Em-

loyes. ltis a uutional organization, em-
Emuung every railrosd employe in
the country, from the train dis

down to luborers and mechan-
cs employed along the line and in the
round-houses. These cases will interest just
as much the California conductor as they do
the ticket puncher in the Esst. Money to
push the cases through courts will, if
necessary be raised from every one of the
thousands of empioyes in the country.
Quietly the work of reorganizing the men
bus been goiumﬂar since the unfortunate
strike on the ) uri Pacific road, until it
has assumed its present emormous propor-
tions,

Comprised within the Federation of Bail-
road Employes are the following organiza-
tions: The Brotherhood of Brakemen, the
Brotherhood of Firemen, ‘the Erotherbood
of Railway Condu the Bwitchmen’s
Mutual Begefit Associa and the Yara-
masters” Mutual Benefit Awsocistion. These
organizations are national—that is to say,
they embrace a large proportion of the men
employed at the branch of work indicated
by the title, throughout the United States,
The engioeers also have organization,
but have held aloof from the Federation
until recently.

With this power at their backs the con-
ductors say they will make a desperate
fight. Besides this, as soon as the meeting
is over to-night, the other main offices of
the Federation will be notified and asked to
lend their assistance. These offices are at
Chieago, San Francisco, Cinciunati, St
Louis, Philadelpnia, New York and Boston.

SCHEMES OF A SPOTTER.

The couductors are especially angry over
the use of spotters by the company. One of
these spotters, who is & woman, has, 1t
is claimed, been responsinle for a
number of the discharges. She worked
on through trains msinly, and gave
special attention to the division between
Pittsburg and Crestline, O. A short time
ago she got on Condoetor John Buacon’s
train, at Crestline, She said she was trav-
eling for a Urush manuiactory in New York,
and was “dead broke.”* She said her unele
was dying in Pittsburg, and she wanted to
se¢ bim. The conductor refused to carry
her, and she finally paid her fare w0 a
station near Rochester, and with tears in
her eyes, begged to be carried into the city.
The conductor refused, and she was put off
at the station. With the other conductors
she was more successiul, and John Day and
several others fell & vietim to her tears,

On the other hand, the officiais of the
company sav the men were disch for
“knocking down'’ and for “'shoving the do-
plex.’ Their only Fot this is the spot-
ters’ reports, As described the spotter,
the method of *‘shoving the daplex” is as
follows: It is well known that when a eash
fure is taken the conductor gives the
senger a receipt for 10 cents. It is punched
1o the name of the station at which the pas-
senger boards the train, and also at the
point of the passenger’s destination. This
receipt is double and must be punched in
the presence ol the passenger. One
receipt is torn off and given to the

nger, and the other is retained
E; the conductor, and turned into the main
office at the end of his run. The spotters
claim that the punch through the name of
the n where the passenger got on, is
made through both receipts, but when the
punch at the destination point is made, the
conductar deitly shoves thumb between
the two receipts, enabling him to punch
only the receipt which is handed to the pas-
senger. This leaves the other one blank,
and at the first opportunity the conductor
will punch his reeeipt at a station 25 to 100
miles less distant than the proper one. This

will, of course, leave him 3 cents for each’

mile he has been able to cover by means of
the erooked receipt.

The officials also let it be understood that
four more heads would fall on the Fort
Wayne road to-day. They are men on
local trains.

TAKING A TUMBLE.

A Hnlf-Ton Stene Falls From a Smhikfiold
Church—Almost n Panle Ameng By
sianders—Bullding Insp to A
tain at Once If the Structere s Safe.

About 4:30 o'clock yesterday aftervoon s
pitce of the stone corpice on the United
Evangelical Protestant Church fell from
the Smithfield street front about 30 feet to
the pavement, rebounding and landing at
the curbstone. Officer Oliver Peoples, who
had just passed the building, heard the
crash and an agonized seream, and turned
in time to ecalch a woman with a
child in her arms who had just
barely eseaped being crushed by the
falling mass, which weighed over half a ton.
A crowd ot some 500 people collected in a
few ts at the of the accident,and
the general topic of conversation for a long
time was the daugerous condition of the
building whieh has been canvassed by
people passing for fully ten years. The
cracks in the building, heretofore mentioned
in reports on the subject, were pointed out
and the possibility of immediste danger to
pedestrians made the subject of inquiry.

Captain J. A. A. Brown, Assistant Build-
uspector, last night examined the
structure, and found nnother stone in a
rather precarious position. He had serious
inteotions of roping off the sidewalk last
night, but decided to make a superficial ex-
amination of the ehurch building to-daw,
and 8 thorouch one to-morrow, to decide
whether the edifice is safe or not.

It will be remembered toat some ten years
lfn a seare existed with regard to the sta-
bility of “the building, which is borne out
now by yesterday’'s occurrence, to some ex-

tent.

Ex-Building Inspector Martin G. Frank
eaid last pight: “I remember well when
that church was being built. The exterior
was faced with stone, tool dressed, and
looked very pretty, but the stone was laid
in rather peculiar shape. It showed upon
the iuside stone eight inches deep, resting
upon another 16 inches, and that in turn
laying upon a 10-inch stone. It looked
very  pretty in  fromt, but  when
it was filled in with loose rubble
at the back, how could you expect anvthing
else than a settling which might result in a
different kind of settling by the insnrance
companies; You can remember when this
oubject was brought up some ten or more
years ago, and the tower was never com-
pleted on that sccount, in accordance with
the oniginal plans, If :he backing had
been of brick and mortar, which woula
have settled and solidified the building, no
such accidents as that o to-day would have
occurred. I am in sccordance with the
present building inspectors in regarding the
puilding as unsafe.”

A SERIES OF MISHAPS.

Little Jobn Grill Probably Fatally Crushed
by n Heavy Wagon—Burns nnd Broises
Received in the Mills—Those Whe Now
Are Soffering Paln.

The
wagon was driven by John Harvey, of

or the injured boy know precisely how the
mishap oceurred, though it is agreed among
persons who witnessed the affair that the
driver was uot to blame.

A man named Patrick Higgin, living in
the rear of 506 Fifth avenue, fell on the
curbstone on Van Braam street last night
and cut & deep hole in his head, rendering
him unconseious.

STORY OF A SQUEEZE

That Sharpsburg Labor People Say
Was Worked inan Iron Hill.

A WAY TOMAKE BOTH ENDS MEET.

That Bampus in the Musical Union Con-
tinnes to Grow Warmer.

COKE WORKERS ORDERED TO STRIKE

The borough of Sharpsburz was in a state
of excitement yesterday over the exposure
of methods alleged to have been adopted by
the Inbor boss in Moorhead Bros. & Co.’s
Vesuvius Iron and Nail Works, to extort
money {rom the Hungarian and Italian em-
vloyes of the establishment. Yesterday's
issue of the Sharpsburg Herald coutains a
leogthy communieation from Nick Dale, a
citizen of the borough, which gives the re-
sult of an investigation made by him in
regard to the matter, and some startlingly
sensational statements are made,

According to Mr. Dale, John Cook,
who has heen the labor boss in the mill for
the past two years, has in that time em-
ployed none but Italisns and Hungarians,
who can speak npeither English nor Ger-
man, and on pay days he received from the
men money in sums ranging from 50 cents
to §3, as & compensation for retaining their
jobs. The matter is said to huve gained
cireulation in a quiet way, and Mr. Dale
claims to have been requested repeatedly to
make an exposure of Mr. Cook’s imposition
on the foreign laborers.

SOME OF THE WITNESSES,

Skilled workmen are reported to have
seen the men hand mioney to Cook on pay
day, and = tour was made among some of
the workmen. Michael Schimanitz, who is
1 of 13 men who boards at the house of Jobhn
Lieblitzer, on Ninth street, stated positively
that he bad given Cook money on different
occasions, and eould nawe others who had
dome the sawe thing. He never gave the
boss less than 50 cents, and some others gave
him as much as §5. Josepp Schunake suid:
“I gave Cook money, which Isaw I had to
do if I wanted to hold the job.”

Altogether there are from 30 to 50 labor-
ers in Sharpsburg who are said to have paid
toll to Cook, and Mr. Dale estimates that
£2,000 & year will hurdly cover the amount
Uook has been getting from these men for
the last two vears.

Alter gleaning the above Mr. Dale held a
con'erence with Mr, John Moorhead. The
latter gentleman disclnimed any knowledge
of any such methods being practiced in the
mill, and he requested Mr. Dale to furnish
him the names of persons from whom Cook
had received money. Mr. Dale has not had
an opportunity to do this and it is not likely
that he will be'required to do so.

A DISPATCH reporter visited Sharpsburg
yesterday afternoon. The matter was the
universal subject of conversution. Every-
body seemed to know something about the
affuir, and many were the expressions of

leasure that the expose had been made.

verything was quiet about the mill. The
only persop seen at the office was John
Donaldson, who did not seem to beina
position to know anything about the matter.
A call was made upon Mr, Dale, at his place
ol business on North Canal street, e re-
peated the story of his investigation, which
was in substance the same as stated above.

Mrs. Cook said her husbaud was out of
town, He bad left on Friday evening, tell-
ing ber that he was to go to Kittauning
with Mr. James Lewis, a brother of George
Lewis, manager of the mill, to buy a horse,
Cook ssid he was to meet Mr. Lewis at the
West Penn Jumction, on the Valley roud,
amd to go frow there with him to Kittan-
ning. i!ﬂ. Cook said thst ghe had Ire-
quently found money about ber husband’s
clothes, and had on one or two occasions
naked him where he get so much, but he
always evaded answering, Dauring the past
week she noticed something very sirange in
her husband’s actions, and since the expos-
ure has been made she believes he is guilty.
She stated that she thought his story about
going to Armstrong couunty to buya horse
was intended to mislead her, and that he
has gone away with no intention of return-
ing.

Mrs. Cook admitted that her hus-
band received as a salary at the mill 8
perday. During the two years he was em-

loyed in the mill he bas purchased three
ots and two houses, valued at between
$4,000 and $5,000. Mrs. Cook said that one
of the houses was still nopaid for, and she
did not think her husband bhad used any
money outside of his salary to pay for his
property. His son also works in the mill,
and draws $13 75 every pay, and that was
paid into a building and loan association,
from which Mr. Cook bhad borrowed the
money to buy his second house.

An effort was made to learn from the firm
what is to be done in the matter. Mr. John
Moorhead is out of the city. Mr, Frank T.
Moorbead said the matter rested entirely
with the manager, George Lewis. Mr,
Moorhead had beard of Mr. Cook’s nctions,
but he was unable to say what action the
ﬁ-m |;nmld take.
